Apart from those unique requirements developed in times of 
tension or crisis, all specific substantive national intelligence 
requirements lend themselves to priori tization according to the classi- 
fication system contained in this document. 

The fact that this document impacts on all activities within the 
Intelligence Community engaged in col lectiotLor production requires 
that it be given the widest dissemination.
